The inevitable re- 
i sult is a litter of garbage of all sorts—ashes, 
tin cans, bottles, papers, etc., strewn along 
i the roadway in the wake of these wagons, be- 
sides papers’ constantly being blown upon the 
lawns. All this is a very common occurrence, 
and could easily be stopped, either by taking 
smaller loads, or by raising the sides of the 
wagons.

TOOLS. 


















The spade, hoc, garden rake, 
trowel and digging fork are the 
ehief tools needed in gardening. 
The Dutch hoe, or what is criled 
in the United States, the scuffier 
hoe, is also useful but is not 
absolutely necessary. Narrow 
hoes and rakes are best for small 
eardens. In stiff clays use the hoe 
after the soll has been dug in 
order to break the lumps. Then 
the rake can be used ad- 
yantageously.. Every tool should 
be ready {to use at a moment’s 
notice. Have a place to keep them 
and when you are through with 
them see that you put them away 
in the proper place. Provide a 
box of soft grease like axle grease 
for rubbing over the blades of 
the r:sde and the hoe, and the 
wor! rts of the tools most 
frequently used. Rust wears out 
more tools than use and makes 
work more laboursome. Elther-a 
hose or watering can is an 
essential part of the gardening 
equipment. :

He 
said these lands in many cases, especially while retained by the 
Church for promotion purposes, were untaxed, therefore the 
burden of taxation was shifted to other lands and increased the 
proportion of the general levy. He believed Saskatchewan and 
Alberta presented the worst examples of these abuses. - 
Enlistments Creditable 
Some curious features of this church dominution of its 
colonies in the west have been afforded since the war. One out- 
standing point difficult-to understand relates to the voluntary 
enlistments of many of these young Catholics in these colonies 
ag compared to the attitude of the French,in Quebec. Appar- 
ently the French Catholics of the west are not subject in this 
respect to the same dominating influence that has made Que- 
bec such a problem of the military authoritics, for in these 
French Catholic colonies of the. prairies the enlistments. orgi- 
nally were rather creditable.

Comualtioe on After-the-War Trade Reports — Neutral [a- 
Ts tioning Impracticable 

LONDON, May 3.—The interim feport of the committee on 
trade after the war, of which Baron Balfour of Burleigh is 
chairman, says, “Any genera] prohibition of exports to present 
enemy. gountries after the war would be impracticable and in- 
expedient.” The report deals with the ‘treatment of exports 
from the United Kingdom and British overseas possessions and 
the conservation of the resources of the Empire during the 
iransitjonal period after the war. The report declares the 
present system of rationing neutral copntries is imparcticable 
znd inexpedient, but adds: “The Paris regulations can be car- 





‘ried into effect if the policy of joint control of certain tmport- 


zm teommodities can be agreed upon between the allies and the 
empire for the transitional period? 

“Any measure should aim at securing the priority for the 
requirements of the British Empire and its allies to materials

ENEMY DEFEATED — 
~ WORSE THAN EVER 


Recent, Check Proves Most Disastrous for Germany Yet Suffer-; 
ed—Hopeful for Future—Fighting In North Shows 
Kaiser’s Complete Fallure. 

LONDON, May 3.—As the details of Monday's fighting are 
received, confirming the fact that it was the worst day the ene- 
ray has experienced since the opening of the great offensive, 
the newspapers hitherto reticent in view of the fiuctuations of 
the battle, now comment on the operations in a tone of confi- 
‘tence they have not hitherto displayed. 

_As The Times says: “Of all the violent combats witnessed 
in the last few weeks, we know of none which in a more hope- 
ful augury for the allies than this ten-mile German failure.” 

It is pointed out that the publictis apt to reckon victory in| 











\ terms of offensive success, but a defensive victory like ‘that on 


Monday may contribute equally towards the ultimate object 
fighting 
strength. From this viewpoint the Germans, despite their spec- 
tacujar successes, can be regarded as having had the worst of 
the balance of nearly six weeks’ fighting, for it must not be for- 
gotten that they sustained a series of disastrous losses, of 
which Monday’s was the bloodiest of the past fortnight. In- 
ceed, apart from the capture of Kemmel, it has been one com- 
plete failure including four separate defeats in pitched batles, 
viz., on the La Bassee-canal, the Belgian front, at Villers-Bre- 
tonneux, and now on the Bailleul-Ypres front. The culminat- 
ing effect of this has been to immensely increase the confidence 
of the Anglo-French troops, whom the correspondents describ- 
ed as now feeling that they have got the measure of the enemy 
divisions. Other strokeS will undoubtedly come before the Ger- 
man reserves are exhausted, but confidence is felt that where- 
ever the Germans try they will find the allies ready. Now that 
the attack of no fewer than a hundred thousand Germans has 
been broken in a sheer trial of strength on ground none too 
favorable, by the thinner allicd line, there is a growing hope 
that Ypres will not ‘be abandoned. The Germans are apparent- 
ly as anxious to capiure Ypres as they were Verdun two years 
ago, and it now looks as ‘uvagh their experience at Verdun 
was about to be repeated. .

MOSCOW, May 7—May Day was notably celebrated 
throughout Russia by the Soviets. The Soviet proclamation 
declared the day doubly important, as it also marked the end 
of the sixth month of the workmen’s government in Russia 
and the establishment of the Soviet power. The Moscow cele- 
bration centred about the Red Square, adjoining the Kremlin, 
where the victims of the October revolution are buried. Prob- 
ably 100,000 workingmen and workingwomen of the various 
unions, bearing gigantic red banners proclaiming international 
socialism and extolling the Soviet government, marched 
through the streets and passed in review before the members 
of the central government grouped about the graves of the 
revolutionists:

The British 
met with no opposition: The Turks on retiring left 600 men in 
the Kerkuk hospital, The text of the statement reads: “A por- 
tion of our troops entered Kerkuk on May 7 without opposition. 
The Turks, who retired towards the Lesser Zab River, left six 
hundred men in hospital in the town. They also abandoned 
three damaged airplanes. A heavy rain hag fallen.”

THE GARDEN TRENCHES | 


To sow. a row of seed quickly, 
evenly and thinly .requires care 
and practice. The beginner in 
very apt to be prodigal In his use 
of seed and to sow Indiscrimin- 
ately. This not only entails waste 
but causes overcrowding and cor- 
responding injury. to the plants. 
The top of the seed packet should 
be torn off and the packet held 
between the thumb and forefinger 
By gently swaying the packet 
fromm one" side to another the 
seeds will drop out, Another me- 
thod of seeding is to place the 
seed in a tin dish and gather as 
many seeds as possible between 
tbe thumb and forefinger. A gen- 
tle rubbing motion of the thumb 
on the forefinger releases a few 
seeds at a time. Coarse seeds 
may be placed individually with 
the fingers. After the ground fs 
fully prepared [or planting a 
plece of board or a line may be 
used to make straight even rows. 

In the garden trenches this 
year Canadians are going to give 
very real and substantial aid to 
their kinsmen in the trenches of 
Flanders. It is anticipated that 
$60,000,000 worth of vegetables 
will be grown on the vacant lots 
and in the backyard gardens of 
Canada this year, or twice the 
amount grown last year.

Mn offering $65,000 for the Bay Bridge, the 
adjacent. municipalities have made an exceed- 
ingly generous proposition. It would occasion 
surprise if the Bridge Company-did not an- 
nounce its immediate acceptance. According to 
representations made by Mr. Porter before the 
Private Bills Committee the bridgé is a -white 
elephant of huge proportions, paying less than 
a thousand dollars dividend on an_ invested 
capital of nearly one hundred thousand. - It is 
an investment that also carries with It the cer- 
tain ‘necessity of. heavy expenditure in the not 
distant future. 

‘ The bridge has now been in use a quarter 
of a century.’ Before very many years the en- 
a e steel work must be renewed. The life of 

bridges, unless they are kept well painted, 
rf comparatively short. The cost of painting is 
an exceedingly heavy ‘ charge- that has to be 
provided for every ‘three. or four years. .

PLANT LICE 


Plant lice are the enemies of 
almost all kinds of plants, They 
are known as “Aphis” and 
“Greon Fly"." They attack and 
destroy vegetables >> an appali- 
ing rate, living on the juice which 
They 
multiply rapidly and- should “be 
controlled before they cause the 
leaves to curl or the stems to 
wither. 3 

Vegetable plants cannot ‘pro. 
duce crops of value it they are al- 
lowed to become Weakened as. a 
result of the attack of plant lice. 
They make their appearance early 
in the season and as soon as they 
are noticed the plants should be 
sprayed efther with whale-oil 
soap (one pound dissolved in six 
Rullons of warm water) or com- 
mercial nicotine sulphate (40 per 
cent) as sold by seedsmen and as 
recommended on the cans. Half 
*® pound of laundry soap should 
be dissolved in every ten gallons 
of water. 


ROOT M ACGOTS 


It you are phinting out cab- 
bages and exnlilowers this week 
they shouhi be Protected from 
root mucgut attack by placing 
arowyt che stem a dise made of 
one ply tarred felt. paper. For 
“wall gardens, square dises may 
be cut with a sharp knife. Thos: 
should be 2%: inches hy 2% 
inches, with a slit running trom 
one side to about a quarter of an 
inch beyond the centre and a

The discs’shouk be 
plated around the stems immedi- 
ately the plants are set out. In 
placing the disc one side is raised 
sulliclently to allow the parts of 
the star at the end of the slit to 
wirt upwars and thus fit close 
to the stem.

POTATO PREPARATIONS 
As much Is expected of the po- 
















dest In a moist, cloudy and tem- 
perato climate . but providing 
there is sufficient moisture in the 
soll and the growing season is 
long enough, they are not at all 
fastidious in this respect. The 
ideal soll | for potatoes is a rich, 
deep, friable, warm sandy loam 
with good natural drainage and 
well supplied with «decayed or de- 
caying vegetable matter. The 
potato requires n great, deal of 
moisture and will not flourish in 
told sof! where the water is stag- 
nhut near the surface, so that 
thorough, drainage is very essen- 
tial to suecess. n 

As a rule seed potato should be 
kept where they will not sprout 
too soon, for. if they do, the 
sprouts. are Uable to be broken 
off at the time of planting. They 
may sprout again but that takes 
time and reduces their vitality. 
It pays, however, to spront a few 
in the full light by spreading 
them out on the floor of the attic. 
If these are then planted out with 
care they will produce potatoes 
-several weeks earlier and will 
generally givo a larger yield than 
those planted later. /

Hank of France. 

Ever since the commencement of 
bostilities the Bank of France bas 
always most effectually contributed 
towards the defense of the nation, 
By a convention drawn up og No- 
vember 11, 19122, the maximum <& 
advances authorized by the Bank of 
France was fixed at 2.900 million 
francs. Successive conventions raised 
the figure to 6 millards, on Septem- 
ber 21, 1914; to 9 millards, on May 
4, 1915, aod lastly, to 12 millards, 
on February 23, 1917. Ia fact, ad- 
spaces for bills rose on December 
71, 29 per cent. Kven after setting 
aside the extra receipis for customs 
duties these gains still amount to 
94,803,600 francs and 20,334,200 
francs respectively. The later figures 
are particularly remarkable, for, in 
fact, this is the first time since the 
beginning of hostilities that rates 
and taxes have, exclusive of customs

It is of the utmost importance 
to know the most economical 
depth to plant Potatoes, as there 
fg no doubt that diferent depths 
of planting wil) give different re- 
sults, While shallow Planting 
has given the best yields at Or- 
tawa in loose, sandy soil, the 
Most economical depth is 
four to five inches for rich loamy 
solis. Sets should be Planted 
deeper in soils likely to dry out 
than in others more retentive of 
molsture. Where early potatoes 
are wanted, the sets shoulda be 
planted shallow In the warm soll 
near the surface. Unless the soll 
is kept loose and free from weeds 
the potato crop will not be large. 

In planting potatoes, hilling ts 
advisable, as a larger surface of 
soil is exposed to the warmth of 
the sun, the soll is kept loose, and 
rain is easily absorbed. If it rains 
too hard the surplus is drained of 
As most of the available Plant 
food ‘exists in the first few inches 
of top soll it is natural to assume 
that if hilled the Potatoes will 
srow more quickly than they 
otherwise would.

Botu-j~ 
lism, and is a form of ptomaine 
poisoning, got from eating home- 
canned fruits or vegetables, where 
the methods used in sterilizing 
are’‘insufficient. California is a 
sufferer from this disease and Dr. 

 (Capt.) Ernest Dickson, of the 
Army Medical Corps, who has 
seen its effects there told the Can- 
adian Medical Congress here a- 
bout it. Capt. Dickson stated that 
Botullsm was the recurrence of 
the “sausage disease’, prevalent 
in Southern Germany a, hundred 
years ago. “It was then and for 
many years afterwards thought to 
be due to meat eating, but it has 
been found that people eating 
some canned vegetables and fruits 
contract it. The food {is poisoned 
before it is eaten. If all home can- 
ning is cooked no disease will en- 
sue, Capt. Dickson made it clear 
that he was not discouraging the
